SHE"™P-DIPPING IN 1925. 


As the sheep-dipping season commences on 
Ist June, the Department desire to direct the 
attention of sheep owncrs and all concerned 
in the execution and enforcement of the Sheep. 
Dipping Orders. to the urgent necessity for 
securing the dipping of all sheep in the Free 
State during the prescribed dipping periods, 
and in accordance with the requirements of 
the Orders 

The principal object of the Order of 1915, 
and the supplementary Orders which enable 
local authorities to require the prescribed dip. 
pings to be carried out under the supervision 
of local inspectors, is the eradication of scab, 
a disease whicl: has done much to retard the 
development of the sheep industry and to in- 
jure the country’s valuable export trade in 
sheep ana lambs. Under these Orders the 
local authorities have ample means of ensuring 
the freedom from scal, of all sheep in their 
respective districts, and of thereby enhancing 
to a very considerable degree the value of 
the sheep industry 4s a whole. The prevent 
position of the industry is not satisfactory, 
and the export trade is handicapped by sheep 
sexb regulations which came into force across 
Channel last vear. 

Whether the dipping takes place under 
local regulations or not, or under super- 
vision. or not, the dipping should be wy 
thorough immersion of the sheep in an ap- 
proved dip. In the summer dipping period 
(from Ist June to ólst July) the sheep must 
be dipped once, and must have been shorn 
before dipping, unless they are lambs under 
nine months old. In the autumn dipping 
period (1st August to 15th November, in- 
clusive), sheep must be dipped twice within 
an interval of not less than seven, or more 
than fourteen, days. The interval is impor- 
tant, having regard to the life history of the 
scab parasite. The first dipping will, 
probably, kill the parasites, but their e 
may remain and get hatched out, and the 
second dipping is negessary to kill the young 
parasites before they, in turn, lay their 
Where a poisonous dip is used it is advisable 
that the interval between the dipping should 
be at least ten days. Every approved dip 
is retailed in a packet or vessel bearing a 
label indicating that the use of the dip in 
certain proportions has been a ved by the 
Department for the purposes of their Orders 
relating to sheep scab and dipping, 
and containing directions (which should be 
carefully followed) as to the preparation of 
the dipping bath.

THE POSSIBILITIES 


OF MILK TESTING.

MILLIONS OF HIDDEN 
WEALTH. i 
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The close cf May finds the farmer specu 
lating on his prospects during the forthcom- 
ing summer. What are they in respect of 
the harvest, the milk supply, the markets? 
He has learnt long since the vanity of 
prophesying, but he goes on hoping, and the 
Danish strike gives hope a momentary im- 
petus. Only momentary, we think. No 
serious results are expected on the British 
market, and, indeed, we may hear that the 
strike has collapsed. But even if it does not, 
it would be a poor thing to build our pros- 
pects as a milk-producing people on the 
calamities of neighbours, who, if they have 
proved dangerous rivals, have also led the 
way in many of the directions towards which 
we, too, must travel yf we are not to prove 
ourselves laggards and be outclassed. Not 
through the temporary misfortunes of any of 
ou: competitors, but through practising those 
methods which are bringing them permanent 
geod fortune, can we hope to achieve their 
solid results. The Danish strike is an in- 
cident and will end. The Danish example 
should be an inspiration, for its methods will 
prove continuous. Some of those methods, 
indeed, we have tried to copy, adapting the 
principles at werk there to our own some- 
what different conditions. If, as yet, our 
altemmpts,are in some ways half-hearted and 
in Others haphazard’ we teed not be dis- 
couraged: beginnings are proverbially diffi- 
cult, and we have begun. But in at least 
one of these beginnings we are still going 
nore slowly than ‘is expedient. We refer to 
increased milk production. 


A Live Department 


We have a live Department of Agriculture 
whose cattle-breeding schemes, if not above 
criticism, at least point the way towards im- 
proved breeding and the consequent improve- 
ment in milking strains, which is quite cer- 
tainly one of the chief needs of our farming, if 
this country is to hold its own on the British 
market, but no Department can fill the pail 
unless the rank and file of the farming popu- 
lation will adopt its plans and put its schemes 
into practical operation. And even with an 
increased alacrity to do so it must take con- 
sicerable time before the general level of milk 
production will be greatly altered from above 
through the influence and example of those 
farmers fortunate enough to possess premium 
bulls. How then can this be done? Denmark 
has had its cattle breeding societies and bull 
clubs working, the foremr for over 70 
years and the latter over 40, with a tradi- 
tion behind them going back for centuries. 
Our co-operative societies might weil consi@er 
whether we could not do similarly with or 


| without State aid. In Denmark the law of 


1912 reduced the State grants to the previous 
stock breeding schemes, avowing specificaliy 
that “the best law on this subject is one 
which gradually makes itself superfluous ” 
It also introduced control societies. We do 
not suggest that at this stage State aid is 
superfluous in Ireland. The problem is, 
rather, to make it percolate throughout the 
mass of dairying interests, so that it may be- 
come an éfficient agency for increased pro- 
duction amongst the small and scattered 
farms, than to abolish it. Perhaps the best 
means to this end, however, is rather the 
cow-testing association than the multiplica- 
tion of stock breeding schemes; and to the 
former means of weeding out bad milkers 
the Department has also set its hand. This 
work, however, needs to be speeded up, and 
it is the average farmer who must be re- 
cruited into these associations if they are to 
leave their work upon national milk produc- 
tion within a reasonable time. 


Je It Worth While ? 


If anyone doubts whether it. is 
while to keep milk records, breed from 
those cattle whose figures prove that they 
will pay for their keep and gradually 
climinate the rest, let hm consider 
such facts as these. The co-operative dairy- 
ing societies during 1925 (the last year for 
which figures are yet available) accounted 
between them for over £5,000,000 in their 
trade turnover. heir membership was about 
150,000. It is probably safe ta assume the 
milk production as somewhere near 450 
gallons per cow. per annum. . That figure 
could doubled, but not very rapidly. 
Suppose only cows yielding an average of. 
say, 675 galions were kept, the turnover of 
the farmers in these societies would have been 
£7,500,000, and the average per man would 
have riser from £36 to £54. Nor is that all. 
Where ci™Jje are paying their way, more 
cattle will be kept. No “law of diminishing 
returns ” is likely to apply on the smal! 
farms of Ireland for a long while to come. 
and the wotential profit from dairying can 
be increa:@d, not only by an increase in the 
yield from the present number of milch 
cattle, "ut by adding to their number out of 
the pro.ts of the increase. There is, more 
over, the question of quality to consider. It 
does not inevitably follow that the cow pro 
ducing 675 milk will give her 


worth 


gallons of 
owner 50 per cent. more butter than the 450- 
gallon cow, even if the milk is handled with 
equal efficiency in botn cases. There is also 
the cream test to take account of. There 
again cow testing and control are demanded. 
Linked on to these must be a vigilent out- 
look upon costings. lt was found a few 
years since in one control society in Den- 
mark that ‘‘while the best cow produced 
a pound of butter at sixpence, the poorest 
produced a pound at the cost of 2s. 8d.” 


A fact so sensational needs no italics. 
Eacouraging Smali Farmers 


Of course the average smal! farmer does 
not take to recording, as hens to eating oats. 
He must be encougaged, and the question 
is whether a]l the agencies available to work 
towards this result have done all that is 
possible? We doubt it. We think the 
co-operative societies ought to make 
themselves centres of propoganda, and, 
as a case In point, if the Ministry's scheme 
for meeting losses of live stock in fiuke- 
affected areas through agricultural banks is 
taken up as it should be, we like to see these 
banks also made ‘‘mission’’ stations. Farmers 
about to invest in cattle should be specially 
encouraged to buy cattle not only resistant 
to disease, where such are easily procurable, 
but cattle that will keep up the milk supply. 
Where a cow testing association. works in the 
Same area as an agricultural bank each 
should keep in touch with the other; where 
such an association could helpfully assist, 
but does not, one should be started. Not, of 
course, that we suggest limiting the working 
of such associations amongst co-operative 
farmers alone. The figures quoted prove that 
the co-operative creameries are a very im- 
portant factor in agricultural economy; but 
there are also the proprietary concerns to 
consider. Probably figures for them, if avail- 
able, would ms that the whole creamery 
system for the manufacture of butter, co- 
operative and proprietary taken together, 
might easily enrich this country to the ex- 
tent of five millions sterling per annum, at 
about present prices, without any appreciable 
increase in our live stock population, within 
a very few years. Theoretically it could be 
done, indeed within a year or two; and what 
can be done theoretically can be done prac- 
tically. Only the theory, when sound and 
adequate to all the facts, must be followed up 
by people who mean to make it a sucess ; 
and this involves persistent and intensive 
application. Is this exclusively a Scandina- 
vian quality? If we Irish think it is not 
we should set about proving it. There is 
wealth hidden in cow testing, and it is time 


we explored and discovered it.

STATE ENCOURAGEMENT.

A recent issue of the ' Canadian Gazetie”’ 
contained a note which the High Commis- 
sioner for Canada had received from the 
Dominion Department of Agriculture at 
Ottawa dealing with the policy of the Depart- 
ment in regard to the distribution of breeding 
bulls. The note stated that the bull loaning 
policy of the Federal Department of Agricul- 
ture is having far-reaching effects upon the 
output of commercial live stock in both beef 
and dairy breeds, particularly in the Western 
Provinces. Since the scheme was first in- 
stituted, over 4,400 pure-bred sires have been 
purchased by the Department and distributed 
to districts making application for such herd 
bulls as -would best meet the conditions 

uliar to the class of stock and the locality. 
he Department also encourages applications 
from farmers in newly-settled. districts. As 
far as possible, the bulls have been purchased 
at the large public consignment sales. | 
Scotch Shorthorns, Aberdeen Angus and 
Herefords constitute the three big sources of 
supply. and the effectiveness of the breeding- 
up policy. can be determined beyond question 
through a glance at the type of stock 
marketed from the districts in which these 
bulls are in service. 


VALUABLE STOCK FOODS. 


Amongst the foodstuffs for beef and dairy 
cattle shown at the Dublin Spring Show by 
the Department of Agriculture were samples 
of home-grown produce, such as oats, barley, 
and wheat. Also Indian meal, bran, and 
pollard. All these foods, it was pointed ont 
to visitors, are y. They do not contain 
enough albummoids or fiésh-forming matter 
for cows that are milking, or growing stock. 
Consequently they lave to be supplemented 


by food rich in albuminoids or mineral mat- 
ter, such as meat meal, fish meal, and blood 


seal.

Í EARLY SCHEMES IN THE 


WEST. 


C.D.B. WORK REVIEWED. 
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A PIONEER IN COW-TESTING. 

In tha “ History of the Congested Districts 
soard,”’ which Mr. W. L. Micks has com- 
piled in his retirement, and published through 
Messrs. Eason and Son, Ltd., an account is 
given of the Board's work in the improve- 
ment of agriculture in the congested districts. 

Mention is made of the assistance given by 
the late Mr. Richard Barter, of St. Ann’s 
ilill, Co. Cork, who is described as having 
been the most scientific dairy farmer in the 
County Cork.. Mr, Barter seems to have been 
a pioneer in the registration of milk yield. 
“I remember,” writes Mr. Micks, “that 
he kept a personal ledger for each of his cows 
so far back as forty years ago, entering every 
morning and evening the quantity milked by 
every cow. He was thus enabled to eliminate 
at once all bad milkers, and he was most 
particular to ascertain as far as possible that 
all bulls that he purchased or used came of a 
g00d milking strain. 

‘“ He pointed out to me at the time. in the 
cighties of the last century, that he con. 
sidered a clearly defined ‘scutcheon’ as an 
important indication, even in a bull, of a good 
milking strain. \ flatness of the ribs exter- 
rally, as distinguished from convex ribs. was 
another supposed indication of a cood milking 
strain. 


Before Denmark. 


“Mr. Barter had, a cowhouse. holding 
about fifty cows, and the impervicus floor was 
built. with such an incline to a roofed manure 
receptacle that none of the excreta were lost 
or. exposed to the weather. The cows were 
for most of the day fed in the cowhouse, and 
he grew in his own farm, much of which 
was drained and reclaimed by him, roots and 
fodder sufficient for his herd. 

‘It is interesting to note that Mr. Barter 
originated his dairying methods, and that this 
system owas in full working order 
before dairying was thought of in 
Denmark, and long before ‘winter’ or all 
the year round dairying was aimed at. By 
his methods he had a good milk supply all the 
year round. He anticipated on his farm the 
Danish methods, and the milk was separated, 
and the fodder cut by electrical power ob- 
tained from a river about a mile away, on 
the boundary of his large farm. rf 
_ He made money by his farming, and this 
is the real test of good methods. Fae 
should, however, be stated that Mr. Barter 
had special advantages for disposing of his 
produce, as he and his sisters inherited the 
St. Ann’s Hill hydropathic establishment from 
their father, Dr. Barter, who was the first to 
introduce the Turkish bath into Ireland, about 
seventy years ago, I believe. This establish- 
mént was a good market at hand for milk. 
cream, butter, eggs, vegetables, and also 
mutton and, | think, bacon.”’ 


The Hackney Strain. 


Reference is made to the introduction of 
Yorkshire hackneys to the West in the Board’s 
early vears, a step recommended by Mr. Com- 
missioner Wrench. ‘‘ None of the Board’s 
schemes was so fiercely attacked,’’ Mr. Micks 
records, '' by hunting men, horse dealers, and 
others, upon the grounds that the hackney 
strain was soft, and calculated to damage the 
reputation of the Irish horse. Notwith- 
standing the outcry against the scheme, the 
horses were approved of in the congested dis- 
tricts; and, even assuming the worst that 
was said against them, it could not be alleged 
with reason that they were not vastly better 
than those whose places they took, and the 
price of foals went x 

As regards cattle breeding schemes, after 
recording the initial mistake made in sending 
to the country too many finely-bred, delicately 
reared bulls requiring feeding that they 
would not receive in the Western 
districts, Mr. Micks claims it as 
universally conceded that the cattle breeding 
schemes conferred very great benefit upon 
the owners of cattle in the congested dis- 
tricts—that is, on a very large majority of 
the families in the Western area in the 
Board's charge. 

‘In the poorest agricultural districts, such 
as Connemara, the difference made in the 
ten years from 1892 to 1901 was amazing. In 
1891 the cattle were thin, light, raw-boned, 
degenerate, long-horned specimens of the old 
worn-out breed, good for neither beef nor 
milk. In 1901 the majority of cattle were of 
the polled Galloway breed, which throve 
much better on the moors and hillsides of 
Connemara, or of the Shorthorn or Aberdeen- 
Angus, where conditions were suitable. Buyers 
at the fairs bought Galloways at first at far 
higher prices than used formerly to be ob- 
tained for yo stock of the old breed. 
Some buyers, Thinking the breed was Aber- 
deen-Angus, paid rather more than they 
would have done otherwise; but, even as Gal- 
loways, the prices were fat better than the 
old native cattle brought.” 


Spraying Experiments. 


Mr. Micks describes also the efforts made 
for the improvement of pigs, sheep and 
,oultry, and the promotion of bee-keeping. 
He alludes also to the spraying of potatoes. 
“The operations of the Board,” he says in 
this connection, ‘‘ involved an expenditure of 
£7,007, and it was the first attempt on a 
large scale to mitigate the effects o tato 
disease. The spraying with copper sulphate 
and lime was in an expefimental stage, bor- 
rowed from the use of vine-dressing solu- 
tions in France. Spraying soon passed out of 
the trial period. .. The main food supply 
of the poor over all Ireland was preserved 
to an extent that cannot be appreciated in 
money. 

In 1903 the operations of the Board relat- 
ing to agriculture and live stock were trans- 
ferred to the Department of aeremar® Mr. 
Micks pays a high tribute to the work of the 
Right Hon. Frederick Wrench during the 
period whgn the Board’s agricultural schemes 
were worked through the Land Commission. 


The Department of Agriculture is now ad- 
vising farmers to cut their turf early, and to 
put in a two years’ supply whenever possible.

WHAT TO AIM AT. |

On the well-wooded and beautifully 
situated property of Sir Giibert Greenall, 
Bart., at Mount Coote, Kilmallock, there is 
a wealth of good maieral ior those who 
make a study vf deep milking shorthorns. 
Kigat in the heart ot the Goluen Vein, the 
estate excends to 030 acres, and is noted for 
the ricnness of Ata pastures. ‘Lhe soil is 
heavy clay, about a foot deep, resting on 
limestone. It is tco rich tor cereals, and 
is, therefore, not cropped in the ordinary 
way. Large quantities of grain and roots re- 
quired tor eXtra feeding are purchased from 
local farmers at currene prices. ‘Lhe result- 
ing manure goes tar towards keeping the 
laud jn great neart, and the condition of the 
stock shows how well they thrive on the 
treatment adopted. 


The Loobagh Herd 


The place is best known in connection with 
the Loobagh dairy shorthorn herd, which 
wag founded in lvi2 by purchases trom the 
late Mr. George ‘Taylor. The stock are all 
of pure Bates breeding, notable purchases 
for the herd including Waterloo Baroness, a 
celebrated cow; Lucy Kinglet lth, pur- 
cuased as a heifer for 1,000 guineas at 
auction, and Thornby Premier, which cost 
2.000 gns. The herd consists of about 100 
beasts, representing such well-known Bates 
famihes as the Waterloo, Wild Eyes, Bar. 
rington, Duchess, Grand Duchess, Ked: Rose, 
Foggathorpe, Darlington, and Ringlet. All 
of these are noted for their dairying charac- 
teristics, and as a result of careful selection 
and mating, the average milk yield of the 
herd is 820 gallons per annum. The cattle 
are milked twice daily, and daily milk re- 
cords are kept. These are regularly in- 
ypected by the Department of Agriculture, 
Dublin, and the Dairy Shorthorn Associa- 
tion, London. A weekly butter fat test is 
taken, and each cow in the herd is submitted 
to the tuberculin test twice yearly. Those 
which react are isolated and their milk 
pasteurised. 

In the matter of feeding the wants of each 
cow are closely studied. No hard and fast 
rule 1s adopted, but lib. of cake is usually 
given for every gallon of milk that they pro- 
duce. 


Checking Results 


A very ccmplete system of checking the 
milk yicld is adopted. The actual yield, hav. 
ing been recorded by the milkman, is again 
weighed and recorded by the dairyman, any 
serious discrepancy in the figures being made 
a cause for investigation. If, for instance, 
the yield of any cow should shrink without 
special reason, the feeding is adjusted in order 
to make good the deficiency. Due allowance 
is made for natural variation, but anything 
abnormal is closely investigated. .An_ in- 
geniwusly arranged mating book enables one 
to see at a glance the lines of breeding that 
may he linked up with advantage. It isthe 
only book sf its kind that has come under 
our notice and is worthy of inspection § by 
progressive stockhreeders. 

li, order to ensure absolute cleanliness in 
the milk every milker wears white overalls, 
and is obliged to wash his hands before and 
after milking each cow. Thus the risk cf 
foreign matter getting into the milk is re- 
duced to the minimum.

Use of Motors 


The machinery in the well-appointed dairy 
is worked by smail electric motors, and 's 
notable for its completeness) It comprises not 
only a separator, refrigerator and pasteuriser, 


but a compact cheese-making plant.. Every 
building in the establishment is electrically 


lighted, from special plant on the property. 
This is operated partly by means of a turbine. 
At an angle of the stable yard, beside the 
men’s living rooms, is a water tower. To this 
tower an abundant supply of water is lifted 
by hydraulic rams in the River Looba h. 
Water is laid on to every field from this 
tower by gravity. Water is also laid on im 
the stables and shippons.

On the pastures the usual 
mode of procedure is to let the milch cattle 
have the first run. These are followed by 
fattening bullocks, and these again by sheep, 
which are caked on the land.

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REFORMING THE | 
POOR LAW. . 


RELIEF. COMMISSION'S 
FIRST SITTING. 


———— 
THE INTRODUCTION OF 
NEW SCHEMES. 


The Free State Commission on the Relief 
of the Destitute Sick and Poor, including 
the Insane Poor, held its first sitting yes- 
terday morning in the Board Room of the 
Department of Agriculture, Upper Merrion 
street, Dublin. 

Mr. C.. H. O'Conor (Chairman) pre- 
sided, and the other members of the 
Commission present were:—Senator Sir 
John Keane, Senator Mrs. Wyse Power, 
the Right Rev. Monsignor Dunne, P.P., 
V.G., Donnybrook; the Rev. M. FE. 
Murphy, C.C., Pro-Cathedral; Sir Joseph 
Glynn, Dr. Hennessy, T.D.; R. Corish, 
T.D., and P. Sugrue. 

TERMS OF REFERENCE. 

The Chairman at the outset read the terms 
of reference of the Commission. With the 
object of devising permanent legislation for 
the effective and economical relief of the sick 
and destitute poor, they were to inquire into, 
amongst other things, the laws and adminis- 
tration relating thereto, particularly to in- 
quire into the adequacy and suitability of the 
schemes which have been formulated under 
the Local Government (Temporary Provi- 
sions) Act, and make recommendations; to 
advise as to whether the existing law and 
regulations require alteration towards secur- 
ing that due provision was made for the sick 
and destitute poor in their own homes, with- 
out avoidable wasteful expenditure on 
healthy persons who were incorrigibly idle; 
to examine the law affecting the relief of 
destitute widows and their children, children 
without parents, unmarried mothers and 
their children, and deserted children. 

The Chairman appealed to the public and 
representatives of public bodies to come for- 
ward and give their help. 

ALTERING THE LAW. 

Mr. Thomas MacArdle, head of the 
Branch of Poor Law Administration under 
the Ministry of Local Government, gave 
evidence as to the relief of the poor in the 
Free State. Dealing with the Poor Law Re- 
moval Act, 1900, he said that, as a result of 
representations made by the Provisional Go- 
vernment to the British Government in 1922, 
local authorities in Great Britain now com- 
municated with the Saorstat Government 
with a view to obtaining their permission be- 
fore removing any poor person to this 
country, and if the person was a native of 
the Free State, and desired to return, no 
objection was raised to his removal. During 
the year 1921-22 the councils of several 
counties, in conjunction’ with the Minister, 
took steps to alter the law, and to re- 
organise the administration of the relief of 
the poor by means of schemes for their re- 
spective counties. Legal authority was given 
to these schemes by the Local Government 
(Temporary Provisions) Act, 1923. The 
County Scheme Orders, 1923, provided for 
the establishment of a County Board of 
Health in each of the following counties ;— 
Cavan, Clare, Galway, Kerry, Kildare, Kil- 
kenny, Laoghis, Leitrim, Limerick County, 
Limerick County Borough, Longford, Mayo, 
Meath, Monaghan, Offaly, Roscommon, Sligo, 
Tirconnaill, Waterford County and County 
Borough, Westmeath, Wexford and Wick- 
low. 

The witness detailed the duties and powers 
of the Boards of Health under the Act, and 
said that Committees had been set yA the 
following counties :—Clare, Galway, Kildare, 
Laoghis, Meath, Monaghan, ‘Tirconnaill, 
Waterford and Wexford. The Boards of 
Guardians of Dublin Union, North, South 
and West Cork, and the Kerry, Longford, 
Offaly, and Roscommon Boards of Health 
had been dissolved, and a Commissioner or 
Commissioners were acting in their Fa. 

Having dealt with the question of staffs of 
the County Homes and County Hospitals, 
and various matters -dealin these in- 
stitutions, the witness said there was pro- 
vision for the maintenance of children in 
nine of the County Homes—namely, Carlow, 
Kerry, Kilkenny, Leitrim. Mayo, Offaly, 
Sligo, Waterford and Wexford. Under the 
schemes, children could not legally be main- 
tained in ahy of the County Homes unless 
they belong to one of the classes that could 
be maintained in these homes. There were 
special homes for the children of unmarried 
mothers in Clare, Galway and Cork. 

UNMARRIED MOTHERS. — 

In reply to Sir Joseph Glynn, the witness 
said that the question of unmarried mothers 
was one of the most difficult problems that 
they had to deal with. It was not desirable 
that first offenders should be associated in the 
homes with the more hardened cases, They 
had not made up their minds as to what 
would be the best course to pursue, nor did 
he know whether there was any particular 
scheme, such as industry, to reclaim these 
women. 

Senator Mrs. Wyse Power asked for definite 
information as to county homes for unmarried | 
mothers and children, under what management 
these institutions ®were worked and what 
became of the mothers and children. 

Mr. MacArdle said that there were at pre- 
sent only three county homes, in Galway, 
Clare and South Cork. He did not think 
that there was any uniform working of these 
institutions. The homes in Galway and Clare 
were for cases in those counties, while that 
in Cork was for the South Cork area, and the 
other two areas in the county could, if they 
desired, arrange to send cases there. He 
believed that these institutions were under 
religious control, 

Mrs. Wyse Power said that all the sugges- 
tions up to the present were that these homes 
should be under the care of religious Orders, 
and she hoped that that would be borne in 
mind when they were setting up ‘others. 

DEPARTMENT'S POWERS. 

Sir John Keane asked) what power ‘the 
Department had to compel local authorities 
to make improvements or adequate provision 
in county hospitals, 

The witness said that if the local authority 
refused to carry out an order of the Minister 
to provide certain accommodation the Minister 
could dissblve the body. 

Mr. McCarron (Secretary to the Local 
Government Department) pointed out that 
there was also the power of mandamus to 
— the local body to enforce the statutory 

uty. 

In reply to a further question by Sir John 
Keane, Mr. McCarron explained the reason 
for the non-publication of the Local Taxation 
Account. The last figures were published in 
1919. At the present time they were prepar- 
ing the account. The reason why they aad: 
not published these accounts was that there 
had been a great deal of disorganisation due 
to the procedure of withholding grants. 
Another difficulty that they had was that 
their Department had to work with practi- 
cally a new staff. It was their intention to 
produce these accounts in due course, and 
meantime they hoped that they would have 
the indulgence of the public by reason of the 
fact that they were publishing at the present, 
time, through answers in the Dail, debates 
and other channels, from 100 to 200 per cent. 
more information about Local Government 
matters than was ever before produced. The 
whaje machinery of local taxation had 
become so involved in consequence of the 
legislation that had been passed that the 
publication of the Local Taxation Account 
would really mean little to anybody. 

IMBECILE CHILDREN. 

In reply to the Chairman, 

Mr. MacArdie said that there was no in- 
stitution to which Catholic imbecile children 
could be sent. ere was a want in that 
class. His Department also did not think it 
desirable that adult imbeciles of either sex 
should be kept in county homes. It would be 
much better to have these homes reserved for 
the aged, infirm and chronic invalids. Some 
arrangement should be made to have imbeciles 
in some kind. of institution where they would 
be under charge of people trained in the 
control of imbeciles. 

The Commission adjourned till Tuesday next

ANIMAL WELFARE. 


KILLING FOR SPORT 
OONDEMNED. 


Animal Welfare Week began yesterday 
with the ó o'clock meeting im the Moles- 
worth Hall, Dubiin, addressed by Mr. H. W. 
Nevinson. Professor Mary Hayden was in 
the chair. 

Professor Hayden dwelt on the need to 
differentiate between real love of animals 
and ( 2 mere sentimentality of people who 
spoil and over-feed thei pets. She and her 
supporters in ‘his crusade were mainly con- 
cern-d witli the unattractive, deserted, 
starved, or ill-treated animals. 

Mr. Nevinson said that if it had been his 
fate to be a judge or a magistrate, the only 
thing for which he would ever condemn a 
human being would be cruelty; there may be 
some excuse for every other kind of crime, 
but there is none for cruelty. It was difficult 
to decide with any certainty why people 
should delight in cruelty, either for its own 
sake or for what “ » be gained by it. The 
reasons for cruelty might be widely different: 
want of imagination, dulness of mind, the 
inability to put oneself in the place of 
another. On the other hand, there was a 
certain type of analytical, msthetic mind 
which was found to delight in cruelty for 
it: own sake, almost as a form of art. Then 
there was a peculiar admixture of love of 
animals accompanied by cruelty, the tem- 
perament that showed in Izaak Walton's re- 
mark about treating a live frog used as bait, 
as if you loved it. 

Killing animals for food, Mr, Nevinson 
said, was necessary, and he was not there to 
discus; the right or the wrong of it; but 
killing animals for amusement he condemned 
in the most wholehearted "m=nner. ‘Sport had 
a further bad result—that it led in time to 
the extermination of rare species in the 
animal world. Hudson, the naturalist, of 
whose memorial there is so much discussion 
just now, once said to him that he would 
rather see all that remains of Greek art, 
beautiful though it may be, destroyed, than 
that one single species should be ex- 
terminated; a work of art may he repro- | 
duced, but once a species has been destroyed 
nothing can reproduce it. 

Mr. Nevinson regards ovr own national 
sport of fox-hunting with horror, and can 
see nothing in it but the satisfaction of the 
most cruel instincts of mankind. 

Professor Hayden, at the conclusion of the 
lecture, said that it seemed to her a terrible 
thing that women, the producers and pre- 
servers of life, could bear to take part in 
sports that meant the maiming and death 
of animals. 

CATTLE TRADE LOSSES. 

Speaking at the evening meeting, Mr. G. 
W. Greene, a former chairman of the Dublin 
Salesmasters’ Association, said that. in 1924 
the total value of live animals exported from 
the Irish Free State amounted to £20.150,740, 
out of a total value of exports of £48,448,395 
—that was to say, the export of live stock 
constituted 414 per cent. of the visible in- 
come of the Irish Free State. The growing com- 
presen of Canadian and American cattle had 

ome a very serious one for them in this 
country, and, unless some action was taken 
those markets which they had had for years 
would be irretrievably lost, Was it not 
extraordinary that American and Canadian 
cattle could travel a distance of 4.500 miles 
and arrive in England in a far better condi- 
tion than our cattle shipped 130 miles across 
the Channel! 

I inted out last September, Mr. Greene 
continued, the tremendous proportionate loss 
which we in Ireland suffered when market- 
ing this great live commodity by the brutal 
treatment which arose in the handling and 
transit of our live stock, and which ultimately 
resulted: in a loss of from 2d. to 4d. per |b. 
dead weight. Now; that loss, from the 
financial aspect, is a factor which sooner or 
later had to be grappled with by everyone 
connected with the industry and by the 
country at large. Shortly after my address 
the matter was: taken up in the papers by 
numerous contributors, and by the papers 
themselves, and it is only right and fair for 
me to-night to pay a tribute to the /rish 
Times and /Jrish Independent for their whole- 
hearted support in this great matter. (Hear, 
hear.) 

Mr. Green went on to refer to the Com- 
mittee appointed by the Minister of Agri- 
culture to inquire into the marketing of 
cattle. The Committee, he said, comprised 
representatives of the shipping companies and 
railway companies, the Irish Farmers’ Union, 
the Cattle Traders’ Association, the Dublin 
Cattle Salesmasters’ Association, the Society 
for the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals and 
the Civic Guard. Witnesses from England, 
Scotland and Ireland were examined, and a 
report had been made to the Minister, 

ASHPLANT TO DISAPPEAR. 

“As that conference was private,” said 
Mr. Green, “until the Minister deals with 
the report it is not possible for me to tell 
you everything about it, but the very point 
that I raised in September last, showing the 
tremendous loss which the country suffered 
owing to the ill-treatment of our greatest 
commodity, has been taken up and dealt 
with thoroughly. It was what I pleaded for 
with all the ability I could command—the 
abolition of the ashplant, the proper licens- 
ing of drovers, the abolition of loose chain 
couplings on railway waggons, and Í believe 
Í am in the position to-night to say most 
sincerely that I hope the ashplant has heen 
banished for ever in Ireland.” (Hear. hear.) 

‘*The loss to this country by the ill-treat- 
ment of its live stock has been incalculable, 
bearing in mind what I have already said us 
to the manner in which the Americans are 
able to put their cattle into our markets over 
such a long distance. Therefore I say, and 
I believe I am right, that the day of the 
stick—the ashplant—is gone for ever. It 
will now be a criminal offence for any man 
in charge of live stock or handling them in 
any wav to use anything but the London 
goad, which cannot cause anv injury to a 
heast. I am hoveful that every single line of 
the findings of the Select Committee will 
become law. If such is the case, it will be 
the greatest step which has ever been taken 
in Ireland.” 

In conclusion, Mr, Green declared that the 
enggestion to change the Dublin Cattle 
Market to Fairview would only tend to aggra- 
vate the ill-treatment of cattle, sheep and 


pigs. 

Mara Murphy, Assistant Commis- 
sioner, D.M.P., who presided, referred to 
the 400 cases that had been investigated by 
the police during the past twelve months, and 
expressed the belief that as many more had 
escaped detection. 

Mr. H. W. Nevinson also delivered an in- 
teresting address.

AN EXTRAORDINARY INCIDENT. 


WESTWARD HO! Wednesday Night. 

The amateur championship field was reduced 
to “a ps ers i to-day’s proceedings on 
the Roya North evon Club s course, and 
there is evéry prospect of an international 
final. li the upper section, where there are 
two Seots, most interest is involved, al- 
though it may be unwise to venture pro- 

hecies ig a championship which has already 
urnished s0 many remarkable results, Opinion 
among the golfers assembled in this far-away 
corner of Devon is that Cruickshank and 
Harris will reach the semi-fina) and eontest the 
right to enter the final stage. Cruickshank, 
the bank clerk from the Argentine, has been 
the sensation of the championship, and to-day 
he scored two convincing victories. He is a 
beautifully free golfer, and the further he 
goes the better he is playing. To-morrow he 
will be called upon to meet Noel Layton, one 
of the sturdiest of match fighters and an 
experienced championship campaigner. Harris, 
who is still -first favourite, played delightful 
golf to defeat Torrance heavily, and if in the 
evening his victory over Major Hezlet was. not 
until the seventeenth green, his golf was of 
the same flawless order as he has been show- 
ing throughout the meeting. 

There was a deluge throughout the night, 
which still continued when play was due to 
start to-day, and, as the links were pértially 
flooded and many greens were under water, 
a postponement was made until noon For- 
tunately the weather cleared, and although 
there were many extensive sheets of casual 
water, it was possible to complete the day's 
programme shortly before nine o'clock at 
night. The championship final of 1921 had 
to be delayed through the flooding of the 
Hoylake course,and in 1915, when Hilton and 
Harris were in the final at St. Andrews, play 
had to be suspended during the last eighteen 
holes in order to sweep the rain water off the 
greens and cut new holes. 

MOVING A SHED. 

One of the most extraordinary happenings 
in a championship match occurred during a 
wonderful finish between Scott and Tubbs. 
Scott was dormie 3, but Tubbs holed a putt 
right across the green at the sixteenth for 2. 
He also won the seventeenth, and, with Scott 
in the burn at the eighteenth, Tubbs won 
that as well. The match went on at the 
nineteenth. Tubbs was stymied, and thus 
robbed of the chance of winning with a three- 
yards putt. Then came the sensational hole, 
the twentieth of the match. Scott duffed 
his approach, lifted and dropped his ball and. 
was on the corner of the green, having played 
4. Tubbs cut his second so badly that it 
went over a ditch and underneath a tool shed. 
There was some doubt as to whether the shed 
could be moved or the ball be regarded as 
unplayable. é Peferee finally decided that 
the shed cowid be removed, and a score of 
people lifted it away. The ball was played, 

ut Tubbs’ hit a bad approach, was right over 
the green with his shot back, and three yards 
away in 4. Playing the odd, Scott holed out 
from twenty yards for á 5, and Tubbs holed 
his three-yarder for a half. At the twenty- 
first Scott was short all the way, took three 
to get on the green, and was dead in four. 
Tubbs was over the green in two, but played 
a batl approach and was four yards past, but 
he holed 
it gave him the match. 

A LATE START. 

The fourth round began at an hour at 
which the first of the matches should have 
been nearing completion. The earlier matches 
were sloved on a practically flaoded course. 
There were patches of casual water almost 
every twenty yards along the fairway and thé 
greens were in mo better state. What crowd 
there was went out with E. H. Thompson, 
the Wearside player, who beat Tolley yester- 
day, to watch him play the airman golfer, 
Flight-Lieutenant Boumphrey. Thompson 
failed to produce anything like the steady 
golf of the first day and was beaten “at the 
sixteenth. Boumphrey won the third and 
fourth holes, and he was 2 up at the ninth, 
At this hole Boumphrey broke his mashie, 
He was ó up at the tenth. The Wearside 
plaver got two holes back, but was beaten by 
ó an 

J. 1. Cruickshank, the Buenos Aires player, 
had an uphill fight in his match against H. H. 
Hodges, a Surrey player, but the overseas 
entrant dominated the play on ‘the homeward 
half and won on the home green. W. L. 
Hope, the Internationalist, appeared to have 
a chance of reaching the closing stages, but 
he played his worst golf against Colonel H. E 
Hambro. He was 4 down at the ninth and 
dismissed at the twelfth hole. Another 
Internationalist, Captain Angus Hambro, 
continued in the wake of the other great 
players, being eliminated by H. 8S. B. Tubbs. 

Robert Harris played golf of almost as high 
a standard ag he played vesterday, and he 
gained a very comfortable victory over T. A. 
Torrance. ‘The most surprising result of the 
round was the defeat of Daánha Grant, the 
Californian, by R. W Crummack. (Grant 
did not play up to his best form, and Crum- 
mack wag 3 up at the ninth. He hung on to 
this lead very well, and it was only once 
reduced. 

THE JUNIOR ENTRANTS. 

The surviving juniors, W. L. Hartley, of 
Cooden Beach, and W. McCallum, of Son- 
ning, were both beaten in this stage. Hartley 
pee up an extremely plucky fight against 

lezlet, and it was only the fact that his 
three yardg putt stopped on the very lip of 
the hole that accounted for his defeat at the 
eighteenth. Dr. Tweddell was too good for 
McCallum, and he won after being dormie 2. 
J. R. F. Stroyal could only beat Dickinson 
on the nineteenth green. Of the others who 
won, the most powerful were the Hon. 
Michael Scott. H. E. Taylor, Noel Layton 
and K. Fradgley. 

CRUICKSHANK v. BOUMPHREY. 

Cruickshank, who entered the sixth round 
at the expense of Boumphrey, began by 
winning the first hole in 4. Boumphrey 
taking 3 to reach the green. The Scot won 
the seventh and eighth, and at the last- 
mentioned hole, which measures 192 vards, 
he had a 2. He was in the rushes going to 
the ninth and lost that hole to reduce his 
lead. He was short all the way to the tenth, 
which he lost, and he was stymied at the 
eleventh. That incident robbed him of that 
hole.. However. he holed a two yards putt 
to win the twelfth, and later becoming dormie 
á, halved the sixteenth and won the match. 
HARRIS v. HEZLET. 

What was regarded as the most important 
match of the round wag in the meeting of 
Robert Harris and Major Hezlet, both of 
whom have experienced a championship final. 
Hezlet won the first hole in 3 but Harris 
squared at the third. At the succeeding hole 
Heazlet lost through missing a yard putt, and 
the next three holes were ved. At the 
eighth Hezlet squared the match. Harris 
became 1 up at the ninth and 2 up 
at the tenth. The next four were halved, 
and Hezlet holed a six ya putt to 
win the fifteenth. Harris holed a long one 
at the sixteenth to become dormy and the 
seventeenth being halved, the match ended. 
The Hon. Michael Scott was never down to 
Tubbs until he came to the twenty-first hole, 
where he lost one of the most sensational 
matches of the championship, Crummack and 
Stroyan had an extremely close match, and, 
although holes were won alternately on the 
outward half, Crummack was never down. 
He turned 2 up and won at the fourteenth. 
Hardman was 3 down, with four to play, to 
the veteran, H. FE. Taylor, but in a brilliant 
finish he secured a victory on the last green. 
Fradgley, the former Devon champion, had 
a narrow success in his match with Powell, 
while Board, the Richmond player, defeated 
the only Scot who was in the lower half of 
the draw in the last match.

The Shannon Scheme. 


Yesterday the Free State’s Minister for 
Industry and Commerce, an able and 
forceful man, defended his Government's 
Shannon scheme before the Dublin 
Chamber of Commerce. Obviously, the 
Chamber, feels no enthusiasm. for , the 
scheme.: Its ‘views are those of the whole 
business.community of the Free State, and 
we think that these views may be analysed 
in the following terms. '

endorsed throughout the country. 
Government has laid solid foundations of 
s | national progress ; its ambitions for the 
future are high and, unselfish. It desires 
now to give to the world an impressive— 
may we say,:a spectacular ?—proof of its 
own and the people's new spirit of enter- 
prise. and independence,. For this purpose 
it has adopted the Shannon scheme. The 
country, on the whole, is afraid of the 
scheme as being too large, too costly, too 
vague in its outlines, too uncertain in 
its results; but the country is estopped 
from. effective criticism by manifest con- 
siderations. These are, in the first place, 
gratitude, and, in the next place, self- 
interest. The Government has “plunged ’’ 
in this matter of the Shannon scheme. It 
has put its fate to the touch, “to win or 
lose it all.” If, for instance, the Senate 
should reject the Shannon Bill or should 
demand a referendum to the people, the 
Government might find ‘its position un- 
tenable and might resign office. The 
country will not take that risk. It prefers 
the Scylla of the Shannon scheme to the 
Charybdis of dissolution 

If the Government proceeds immediately 
with the Shannon scheme, it will be every 
citizen's duty to do his full share in trying 
to.make the scheme a success. This 
entirely proper attitude was taken yester- 
day by the Dublin Chamber of Commerce. 
The fact remains, however, that the 
country has no enthusiasm for the scheme, 
and surely it is a fact to which the 
Government ought to attach much im- 
portance. Idealism is one of te elements 
of statesmanship, but, withou” the correct- 
ing element of common-sense, it is apt to 
degenerate into recklessness. We think 
that in the present situation a Govern- 
ment which was not merely courageous, 
but wise, would reason with itself thus :— 
“Can we push our plan to success in a 
national atmosphere of mere acquiescence ? 
Will our attempts to raise £5,000,000 hy 
loan and to create industry ahead of 
électric power prosper in such an 
atmosphere? Are we really justified in 
putting’ this strain upon the country's 
loyalty? . Before. we commit ourselves 
irrevocably to the adventure ought we not 
to take into our counsels representatives 
of those people who are expected to finance 

u. loan and to establish the necessary 
industries? In simple prudence ought we 
not to ‘lay off’ some of our tremendous re- 
sponsibilities?”’ Yesterday Mr. McGilligan 
scorned the dictates of simple prudence. 
He rejected, almost contemptuously, the 

proposal that an advisory committee of 
the Free States leading business men 
should be associated with the conduct cf 
the Shannon scheme. :

argument, that the Shannon scheme is an 
excellent scheme, which in due time must 
produce the desired results. Let us waive 
all criticism of its technical and Teutonic 
aspects.

themselves, .Can the Free State afford to 


this time? Even if it can afford such 
expenditure, is the Shannon scheme our 
greatest. and most urgent need? The F reg | Pave 
State Government must have lost~ touch 
with public opinion if it fails to realise 
that the views which Mr. David Barry 
expressed yesterday are those of the 
commercial and agricultural community 
throughout Ireland. 
had plenty of money and no business 
anxieties, it might be entitled to make a 
“flutter’’ on the Shannon scheme, as 
thousands of its citizens have made a 
** flutter ’’ on the Derby. It has little money, 
however, and it has business anxieties of 
the gravest kind. Its amalgamated railways, 
steadily losing ,000 a week, are on the 
edge of bankruptcy.

It possesses mrany fine 
musicians; it has, at least, one first-class 
band, and we may lope that the establish- 
ment of a “ broadcasting ” station will 
lead to the formation of that orchestra 
for which we have been waiting for so 
‘many years. In the Royal Dublin Society 
we have an institution which could pro- 
vide regular programmes fit to bear com- 
parison with the best efforts of tne British 


music concerts are among the finest of 
their kind in Europe. . Its lectures are 
of an extremely high ‘standard, ‘and 
their “broadcasting’’ would be of the 
greatest educational value to the nation 
at large. The essential thing is, how- 
ever, that the selection of programmes 
shall be left entirely in the hands of a 
committee of men and women who will! 
‘make the best possible use of the material 
at their disposal. “ Broadcasting ’’ must 
be made attractive; otherwise '“' listeners- 
in’’ willignore the Free State stations and 
will continue to purchase expensive valve 
sets which will enable them to enjoy the 
excellent fare that is provided by British 
and Continental establishments. It must 
also be made instructive; for a purely 
recreative service. would be worse than use- 
less from the point of view of national 
education. The correct balance between 
these two aspects of “ broadcasting ’’ must 
be preserved if the scheme is to be a suc- 
cess. Any attempt to use “broadcasting ”’ 
in the Free State either as a sort of aerial 
music-hall, on the one .hand, or as an 
instrument’ of propaganda on the other, 
will be foredoomed to failure. A good 
beginning will be half the battle. 


Animal Welfare. 


This week is being kept in Ireland hy 
lovers of dumb creatures as ‘‘ Animals’ 
Welfare Week.” In Dublin yesterday a 
series of meetings was begun for the pur- 
pose of rousing public opinion against 
certain abuses, and in favour of reforms 
such as the adoption of the cattle goad 
and the “ humane killer,”’ and the sup- 
pression of the traffic in worn-out horses. 
We have appealed repeatedly for public 
action to stamp out that inhumanity 
which is so sadly prevalent in our 
country. All the more, therefore, do we 
regret the line of argument which was fol- 
lowed by Mr. H. W. Nevinson at 
the first meeting yesterday. Mr. 
Nevinson attacked not merely real and 
indefensible abuses, but the sports of hunt- 
ing and shooting, which he represented as 
cruel and wanton. In point of fact, there 
is no class in the nation which excels 
sportsmen in concern for the welfare of 
animals. No class is readier to assist in 
the putting down of all kinds of 
brutality. . It is not sportsmen who 
batter cattle with the ashplant, who over- 
load and underfeed horses, who trade in 
worn-out beasts, and neglect or torture 
cats and dogs. In antagonising sports- 
men Mr. Nevinson robs his platform of 
the support of those who are animals’ 
chief friends. There are indisputable 
abuses all around us which should be 
assailed by the united zeal of all animal- 
lovers; and when these abuses are sup- 
pressed it will be time to debate the 
question whether fox-hunting is cruel. 
An address with which none -could be in 
disagreement was given by Mr. G. W. 
Greene—formerly Chairman-of the Dublin 
‘Salesmasters’ Association—who dealt with 
4. the cruelty so common in the Irish stock 
markets. Ma. Greene recommended the 
suppression of the ashplant, the licensing 
of drovers and the abolition of loose chain 
couplings between cattle wagons. These 
are practical reforms which are likely to 
be enforced by Government action. They

Science and Safety. 

Seven years after the Napoleonic wars 
no Minister eyer had been in a railway 
train. Seven years after the Great War 
two British Ministers have flown 3,500 
miles by air in three weeks. Sir Samuel 
Hoare, Secretary for Air, describes his 
aerial journey to Iraq as a demonstration 
of the rapid mechanical changes which are 
coming over the British Empire. After 
the Napoleonic wars England seemed ex- 
hausted ; but within thirty years Stephen- 
son and other engineers and inventors had 
brought the country to new and unantici- 
pated wealth and power. Once again, said 
Sir Samuel Hoare on Tuesday, Britain 
looks to her men of science to aid her to 
face and triumph over the new conditions. 
Aerial communications must be estab- 
lished between the distant outposts of the 
British system. When this is done Bom- 
bay will be as near to London in “ time- 
distance ” as was Edinburgh a hundred 
years ago. Australia will be but ten days, 
and South Africa seven days, distant from 
these islands. Efforts are being made 
to extract oil from.coal, so that Britain's 
coal deposits will yield once more an 
economic fuel. Medical science is working 
to enable a larger population to settle in 
the. tropical territories of the Empire, in 
order that such raw materials as cotton 
shall be produced in greater abundance, 
under the British flag, for the supply of 
the great British industries. It is 
announced that a permarient body of ex- 
perts will be set up to study continuously 
the application. of scientific methods and 
new discoveries to imperial economic 
development.’ In this courageous and 
ambitious fashion the Conservative Govern- 
ment is setting about the consolidation of 
British might.

LIBERAL) CENSURE MOTION. 
From Our PARLIAMENTARY CORRESPONDENT.

After questions, up till 8.15, the House 
discussed the case of professional ex-ranker 
officers, on a motion bythe Prime Minister, 
recommending the acceptance of recommenda- 
tions of the Barnes Committee, which ‘had 
eonsidered the claims of the men, and re 
ported against them. To this motion an 
amendment had been placed on the paper in 
the names of General Charteris, General Sir 
Arthur. Hope, Sir Robert Horne, Admiral 
Sueter. Colonel Sir Arthur Holbrook, and Sir 
John Davison, all Ministerialists, proposing 
that, in the unique civcumstances of the case, 
an ex-gratia .pension of £100 per annum 
should be granted to those who were at pre-

Sir LL. Worthington Evans, Minister for 
War. stated the case for the Government, 
and, in regard to the preposed amendment, 
said that the cost of brmging pensions up 
to £100 a year would not exceed £150,000, 
but that was by no means the whole of the 
matter. ‘The granting of the status of an 
ofticer carried with it the right to a widow's 
pension, and the War Office calculated that 
the cost of such pensions would amount, in 
tne aggregate, to at least a million pounds. 
He claimed that the conditions under which 
the men entered the service had been faith- 
fully observed, but, quite apart from that 
fact, there was this consideration—that if 
the claims of the ex-ranker officers were con- 
ceded—it would give rise toclaims by tens of 
thousands of other people who could possibly 
put up a case of hardship. 


Mr. Ian Macpherson, who has some ex- 
perience of the War Office as an ex-Financial 
Secretary, had no hesitation in supporting the 
amendment. The War Minister, he dec lared, 
had attempted to obscure the issue by draw- 
ing into the controversy cases which were 
not on parallel lines.

STERLING’S NEW RECORD 


HIGHEST SINCE JANUARY, 1915. 

The sterling-dollar. rate attained a new 
high record yesterday. In the morning it 
rose to 4.861%, at which figure a few 
transactions took place. Subsequently, 
however, a slight relapse occurred. This 
figure is the highest since January 5, 
1915, when sterling was quoted at 4.864. 
The previous high record was reached on 
Tuesday at 4.86}. 

Business was fairly active in the morn- 
ing, but it slackened down in the after- 
noon, simultaneously with the decline of 
the rate. 

Both French and Belgian francs dis- 
played weakness in the early hours, reach- 
ing new low records for the year. In the 
morning the Paris rate attained 97.55, 
which is the highest quotation since 
March, 1924, and the Brussels exchange 
touched 98.324, a high record since June, 
1924. Later, however, both currencies 
made a partial recovery. Despite the re- 
latively wide movements, the volume of 
business in francs was moderate,

I need scarcely say 
that the £1 and the £12 were returned to the 
Ministry have many instances of that 
kind, and hope to bring them forward on the 
estimates.

HESE two views were put forward 
during a discussion on the Shannon 
scheme yesterday, when Mr. P. J. 
McGilligan, the Fre State Minister for 
Industries and Commerce, defended this 
project at a meeting of the Dublin 
Chamber of Commerce. 

Mr. William L. Crowe (President of 
the Chamber), who was in the chair, 
said that he believed that visits 
from Ministers, such as the Minister 
for Industry and Commerce, would be of 
advantage to the trade and commerce of 
the country. The Government deserved 
the thanks of the whole community for 
the conditions of stability which they 
had been able to bring about. “ Although 
there are still occasional cases of robbery 
with violence, conditions are, on the whole. 
secure and peaceful, and it is now for us 
to take advantage of them, and, by private 
enterprise, do what we can for the develop- 
ment of the country.” . 


SOME CRITICISMS. 

He added that a very ambitious scheme for 
the development of the Shannon for hydro- 
electric power had been put forward by the 
Government. The scheme’ had had a very 
mixed reception, and perhaps there had not 
heen any proposal of recent years which has 
come in for so much criticism, in its various 
aspects — fishing interests, navigation, 
drainage, stability of engineering works, em- 
bankments, ete. 

He instanced a number of points of 
criticism which had been raised, including the 

Estimates of demand for current; 

Loss of power in tranemission ; 

Giving of the contract; 

Advisabibty of a conmaratively poor country 
embarking upon the expenditure ef such a 
large sum of money; 

Control over prices snd material ; 

Cost of electricity te the consumer. 

Mr. E. H. Andrews, D.L., asked why there 
was only one estimate received for the 
Shannon scheme. Surely it was business 
practice to invite tenders from outside. The 
Shannon scheme was a gigantic one in a poor 
country like ours. They were not optimistic 
as to the success of the acheme, and wanted 
to know how far it was justified. 


MINISTER'S REPLY. 

Mr. MecGilligan, who was received with 
applause, said that two points had been put 
forward with regard to Shannon scheme. 
Only one estimate was received, Lecause only 
one firm had the temerity to consider that it 
would be a success, It was not an ordinary 
proposition to consider such a scheme. When 
the White Paper was issued with regard to 
the Shannon, the Shannon was regarded as 
a myth, and nobody would touch it. Ali the 
engineering skill which the country possessed. 
and its financial ability, were being concen- 
trated on the Liffey. 

Onky one firm had the courage to examine 
the Shannon proposition. Having gone into 
the engineering details, the German firm 
found nothing to hinder the development of 
the Shannon. 

THE GOLDEN RIVER. 

Obviously the Liffey was the financiers’ 
river, because it was nearest the demand. It 
was the river most likely to give an im- 
mediate return for money mvested. It was a 
river which would baulk the electrical de- 
velopment of the country. 

The German firm came forward, and were 
received by the Government in a half-hearted 
way. In the White Paper it would be seen 
that the Government were not convinced that 
the scheme could be worked out or that, if 
worked out, it was going to be an economical 
scheme or a financial success. 

There was no necessity for other estimates. 
If any Government department had been 
foolish enough to advertise it, it would have 
been laughed at. 

_ EN TINEERING FEES. 

The minimum scheme was a five-million 
scheme. Under an open competitive scheme 
the cost of engineers’ fees instead of 
being 25 or 3 per cent. would have 
been from £135,000 to £150,000. 

Mr. McGilligan admitted that the whole pro. 
cedure was unusual. The Government made 
what he might call a scandalous bargain. The 
firm undertook to spend a certain amount of 
money on borage, to study all the contour 
mape, to go into questions of drainage, naviga- 
tion and fisheries. At the end of that timo, 
if the experts turned down their scheme, the 
Government had only to pay £5,000 and say 
**Goodbye” to them. 

Unasual as it was, the procedure was justi- 
fied by the circumstances. 


QUESTION OF OPEN TENDER. 

With regard to the question of open tende-, 
Mr. McG:lligan went on to say that thie 
majority of engineering works done since the 
Armistice had not been done by the method 
of the open tender, especially works costing 
£1,000 000 or more, because money was not 
sufficiently easy to be had. 

Financial houses would not pay out money 
until they got a reputable firm. The result 
was that ihe method of approval for engineer- 
ing contractors had been changed, as in- 
dividual or private firms could not get control 
of the capital necessary for a big job. 

In vhe carrying out of the Shannon scheme 
every element of supervision was possible 
under .he White Paper. 

If tenders had heen invited they should not 
have got the scheme at all. The scheme was 
only possible by those unusual methods.

PALACE THEATRE IN 
FLAMES. 


The Palace Theatre, Cork, was seriously 
damaged by fire in the early hours of this 
morning. Three houses in King street, on 
the west side of the building, were in- 
volved, but no personal injuries are re 
ported. At three o'clock this morning the 
firemen had the outbreak under control, 
but the flames had not been extinguished. 
The stage, dressing-rooms and scenery in 
the theatre had been destroyed, but the 
fireproof curtain had withstood: the heat, 
and the auditorium was'intact. — 

No damage was sustained by the Hotel 
Metropole, on the east side of the theatre. 
The hotel is a modern building, with fire- 
proof party walls, and has its own fire 
fighting equipment, which was employed 
to good effect. None of the guests suffered 
any inconvenience. 


STAGE AND DRESSING ROOMS 
BURNED OUT. 

A variety performance took place in the 
theatre last night, and the building was in- 
spected as usual before it was locked up at 
eleven o'clock. At a quarter to one o'clock 
Mr. W. Musgrave, managing director of the 
Hotel Metropole, saw smoke issuing from a 
dressing room at the rear of the theatre, and 
raised an alarm. The hotel’s hoses were laid 
out on all floors, and from upper windows 
at the rear, which overlook the roof of the 
theatre, two lines. poured water on to the 
flames, which soon burst through the roof 
over the stage. 

The Cork Fire Brigade, under Captain 
Hutson, formerly of the Pembroke (Dublin) 
Brigade, found the stage and dressing rooms 
in full blaze. Water pressure was good, and 
hundreds of gallons were pumped into the 
flames. There was considerable danger from 
sparks, which, however, drifted to the west, 
and people in houses in King street were 
ordered to leave. Three houses took fire and 
were ‘seriously damaged. 


HOTEL METROPOLE UNDAMAGED. 

Water was pumped on to the Hotel Metro- 
pole as a precaution, but the building was 
not attacked by the flames. There was con- 
siderable excitement, but an hour after the 
outbreak all possible danger had passed, and 
the guests went to bed. 

The damage will run to some thousands of 
pounds. 


SOFTA CATHEDRAL 
OUTRAGE. 


PRISONERS PUBLICLY 
EXECUTED.

From ‘Tae TIMES '” CORRESPONDENT, 
SOFIA, Wednesday. 

This morning was warm, but grey, and 
at eight o'clock, in the large, green field 
under Mount Vitosna, which was formerly 
a Jewish cemetery, on the outskirts -f 
Sofia, the lawyer, Marko Friedmann ; the 
sacristan, Zadgorsky, and Lieutenant- 
Colonel George Koeff (retired), were 
publicly hanged for their share in the 
murder of 170 people in the Syeta Nedelia 
Cathedral on April 16th. 

A crowd of at least 50,000 people had 

gathered hours before the appointed time. 
Three white gibbets were put up during the 
night, and three swarthy gipsies acted as 
hangmen, receiving each ó, (£4 
10s. ). . 
The three handcuffed prisoners, sitting 
guarded by ten soldiers, were conveved in a 
lorry to the edge of the field, and thence 
walked to the gibbets. Two priests who were 
in attendance spoke to the prisoners, and 
afterwards the Procurator read the Act of 
Actusation, which lasted for forty minutes. 

Friedmann remained calm until the end, 
protesting that he was not guilty of the 
cathedral outrage, and saying that he was 
being hanged as a Communist conspirator. 
Zadgorsky confessed his guilt, and no sym- 
pathy was felt for him, as his acceptance of 
a bribe of some £16 had cost 170 ey ae their 
lives. Koeff appeared to be on the verge of 
collapse, and continually protested his inno- 
cence. The actual execution was expeditiously 
effected, Koeff being the first, then ham, 
and lastly Friedmann. A big force of 
soldiers and police was drawn up between 
the gibbets and the crowd, but there was no 
demonstration. 

This was the first public hanging in Sofia 
for many years, and has created a deep im- 
pression. 

OTHER DEATH SENTENCES. 

The Courtmartial sentenced the second 
group of cathedral conspirators last night. 
Nicoova, Even Leger and Perchemlieff were 
condemned to be hanged in public, Mme. 
Leger to imprisonment for life. and Georges 
Malet to eighteen months’ imprisonment. In 
addition heavy fines were inflicted, payable 
to the State and the relatives of those mur- 
dered in the cathedral. e announcement 
of these sentences has caused a great sensa- 
tion, as three of the prisoners are of foreign 
nationality.

50 MINERS ENTOMBED. 


EXPLOSION: IN AMERICAN PIT.

MANNA’S DERBY. 


DONOGHUE’S GREAT 
RECORD. 


The man who has most reason to have a 
good conceit of himself over Manna’s run- 
away victory in yesterday's Derby is Mr. 
F. Darling, his trainer, says The. 7'imes, in 
an editorial comment. On the eve of the race 
Mr. H. E. Morriss, who owns the winner, had 
publicly declared his belief in the outstanding 
merits of his horse, but then, so had other 
owners, including Lord Derby, with regard 
to their own nominations. Donoghue, the 
jockey, had prophesied that the horse which 
should beat his mount would win the race, 
but, he, too, was not the only one of the 
score or so of jockeys taking part in the race 
who fancied his own chances. But Mr. 
Darling, two years before the race was run, 
had picked Manna as the best colt of his 
year offered at Doncaster Sales, and had 
backed his opinion to the tune of over six 
thousand pounds on behalf of the: distant 
owner for whom he trains. As the result of 
his judgment, Mr. Morriss is the proud 
possessor of the first colt since Sunstar, to 
win both the Two Thousand Guineas and the 
Derby. 

Lord Astor, the owner of Cross Bow, who 
started favourite for yesterday's race but 
never looked like winning, has not been so 
fortunate. Hitherto his horses have almost 
made a habit of running second in the Derby, 
and when his luck turns, as some day it 
surely must, his will be a thoroughly popular 
triumph. Donoghue, on the other hand, can 
have no reason to complain of the treatment 
he has received at the hand of the fates. 
Counting the two substitute Derbys run dur- 
ing the war, he has won the big event no 
fewer than six times. In all the history of 
the race only one other jockey—Robinson, 
who used to ride a century ago—has accom- 
plished the same feat. Even the great Fred. 
Archer only rode five Derby winners during 
his wonderful career, four of those in five 
years. Donoghue has now, like him, also won 
four times in five vears, and is, without 
doubt, as our Racing Correspondent says to- 
day, the finest jockey in the world over the 
exacting Epsom course. 


OXFORD CHANCELLORSHIP. 


Another attempt to crystallise opinion on 
the ye of the vacant Chancellorship of 
Oxford University is to be made at a meeting 
called for this afternoon at the Conservative 
Club, says Zhe Times. The meeting, which 
will include voters resident both in Oxford 
and in London, will, of course, be definitely 
political in character, and may be expected 
to indicate the attitude of the official Oxford 
Unionist organisation.

MYSTERY OF WIRELESS 
OPERATOR'S DEATH. 


Another fatal accident occurred at Andover 
Aerodrome on Tuesday afternoon, when Flicht 
Sergeant Frank Lowry, R.A.F., a less 
operator, was electrocuted in the air while 


engaged in wireless tests in an aeroplane. 


At the inquest yesterday, Flying Officer 
John Kenneth Smith, the pilot of the 
machine, said that he noticed a smell as of 
ruhber burning and saw smoke coming out 
of the back cockpit. When he found that 
Lowry had. apparently collapsed to the 
bottom of the cockpit, witness landed, and 
Lowry was attended bv a doctor immediately. 

Flight Lieutenant Cyril Norman Elen said 
that Lowry must have come into contact with 
an electric current in the air. Witness could 
only conclude that the causes were 
atmospheric, although he had never heard of 
a man being killed by atmospheric electricity. 
_ The jury asked for the adjournment of the 
inquiry, so that the wireless officers and staff 
might complete their examination of the 
apparatus.

ONL¥—ONCE A DAY AT 
PRIVATE HOUSES.

At last the Free State Minister for 
Finance has made up his mind on the 
question of broadcasting. 

The Minister for Posts and Telegraphs 
announced in the Dail yesterday that a 
broadcasting station will be established in 
Dublin, and that there will be a subsi- 
diary plant at Cork. 

The initial cost will be about £9,000, 


| and it is estimated that maintenance and 


programmes will call for the expenditure 
of £20,000 a year. Mr. Walsh expects 
that the project will pay its way in three 
years. 

Replying to peints raised during the 
debate on the estimates for his depart- 
ment, Mr. Walsh announced that, in his 
view, more than one postal delivery a day 
to private houses was unnecessary, and 
that he had no intention of increasing the 
number. 

He said also that the fee for the deli- 
very of telegrams in rural areas would not 


be reduced. 


DELIVERY CHARGE, 


MINISTER SAYS THAT IT WILD 
NOT BE REDUCED. 


The debate on the Post Office estimates 
was resumed. 

Mr. Walsh, Minister for Posts and Tele- 

raphs, replying to questions that were re- 
ae to on the previous day, said that the 
porterage charge for the delivery of tele- 
grams in rural districts was introduced about 
two years ago. The charge existed under 
British rule, but it was discontinued during 
the war. His Department, after examination 
of the matter, found that it was necessary 
for financial reasons to re-introduce it. The 
amount thus collected in the first year was 
£41,000, and at present the amount was some- 
thing less than that. 

As they were losing cent. per cent. on their 
telegraphic business, the State must draw the 
line somewhere. The sums collected as 
porterage on telegrams could be usefully ap- 
plied in the promotion of industries or agri- 
culture. He saw no reason why the recipient 
of a telegram should not pay the cost of its 
delivery. The Post Office made no profit on 
the transaction, and the Department was not 
prepared to reduce the charge. 

e matter ~f Civil Service bonus was not 
for hia Department alone, but for the general 
pohcy of the Government. 

INSURANCE. 

In regard to Post Office insurance, it did 
not leOk as if very rapid progress was to be 
made iu the matter, but he believed that it 
was @ branch of the work that might be ex- 
tended. 

It had been stated that Post Office adminis- 
tration was responsible for the retirement of 
657 officers. Administration had nothing to 
do with their retirement. Every one of them 
had availed himself of the provisions of the 
Treaty. A large number of them had nearly 
reached the age for retirement. 

Referring to the parcels tax, Mr. Walsh 
mid that he had very little sympathy with 
those who bought articles on the other side, 
when it was considered that the finances, 
tates and employment of the country were 

to no smali extent on the business 
of shopkeepers. But if the business people 
could see any w-y by which the charge might 
be reduced or the collection facilitated it 
would be sympathetically considered. The 
tax had been a useful one to the traders of 
the country, and he thought that they 
realised that fact. 

The number of incoming parcels had 
dropped from 2,900,000 to close on 2,000,000 
during the past twelve months. The revenue 
had been increased by £50,000, and a very 
considerable trade had been deflected to Irish 
shopkeepers. Those facts were a sufficient 
justification for the introduction of the six- 
penny charge. 

ONE DELIVERY A DAY. 

He considered that more than one postal 
delivery per day to private houses was super- 
fluous and a loss of public money. In a 
number of cases they were giving a second 
delivery. Whether that would be wiped out 
or not he could not say; but they 
had certainly no intention of increasing the 


deliveries, 
BROADCASTING. 

Dealing with the Government's proposals 
on broadcasting, the Minister said that the 
Minister for Finance had agreed to his pro- 
posal to make broadcasting a State project. 
It was intended to erect a main station in 
Dublin, and a subsidi one in Cork. He 
had no doubt that at a later stage the plant 
would be supplemented, but for the present 
they intended to confine themselves to two 
stations. 

The cost of the main and subsidiary stations 
would be laid down; and they estimated that 
it would reach the figure of £9,000. They 
anticipated that the mechanical upkeep of the 
stations and cost of p mes sas Ph work 
out at something like ,000 a year. They 
had little to guide them, but they believed 
that the first year would bring in about 
10,000 subscribers, at a fee of £1 each. That 
would leave a loss of £10,000. It was 
thought that the second year would bring the 
number of subscribers up to 15,000 or some- 
what more. They that during the 
third year the stations would pay their own 
way. 

Mr. Johnson—There are 15,000 subscribers 
in Belfast. 

Mr. Walsh said that it would be admitted 
that Belfast was a little more English than 
Dublin, and that broadcasting in that city 
had reached a higher degree of development 
than was the case in Dublin. 


BALANCE SHEET WANTED. 

Mr. Darrell Figgis suggested that it would 
facilitate members if both sides of the 
balance sheet were presented. All they had 
in this estimate was the expenditure side of 
the balance sheet. 

Mr. McBride referred to the advertisements 
on the back of telegrams, and said that no 
foreign nostrums or commodities should be 
advertised by any Government department. — 

Mr. Gorey said that the Government's att.- 
tude on the question of telegram deliveries in 
rural districts was unjust. 

Mr. Walsh said that it would be impossible 
to produce a balance sheet as the estimates 
were presented. If he could expedite the 
production of a balance sheet for the service 
he would do so, but it would take time to 
clear up home and foreign accounts.

To do anything else 
would be in the nature of sharp practice— 
the sort of thing the State could not afford 
to do. 

It would be very easy for the Government 
to start a scare which would reduce the 
National Loan to 30 or 40 and redeem it. but 
that was not a thing anvone would suggest 
they should do. If the National Loan were 
at that figure it would be the duty of the 
State to raise it to par as far as possible. 
It seemed to him that Deputy Wilson in 
his remarks had a very shortsighted idea of 
what the duty of the Government, in ‘this 
matter was.

FLOATING CONTINENTS. 


PROFESSOR JOLY’S LECTURE 
ON EARTH’S STRUCTURE. 

In the curious observation that the great 
ranges of the Himalayas seemed to be de- 
ficient in mass, began, about seventy years 
ago, a great advance in our knowledge of 
the surface structure of the earth, said 
Professor Joly in the second of the 
Donnelian Lectures at Trinity College, Dublin, 
yesterday. eS 

It was found that the gravitational attrac- 
tion of the Himalayas upon a weight sus- 
pended about 60 miles to the south of the 
mountains was barely one-third of what it 
ought to have been. The lecturer b gers out 
that this could only be explained upon the 
assumption that there was a)heavy sab- 
stratum beneath in which the grea mountains 
actually floated. This gave rise to the view 
that, in fact, the whole of the Continents 
floated upon such a heavy substratum. This 
condition is called Isostasy.,It has been proved 
to prevail over the Continents and, lately, 
over the ocean. Such a substance as basalt 
would serve to float the Continents, as the 
Continental rocks are lighter than basalt. 

There was no doubt as to the existence of 
the basaltic substratum. It was also certain 
that it was now solid. That it was very hot— 
white hot—would appear from evidence to 
be referred to in the third lecture. 

Discussing the evidence for the belief that 
a vast layer of the heavy rock-basalt—such 
as composed the cliffs of the Giant's Cause- 
way—extended to a great depth beneath both 
Continents and oceans, Dr. Joly said that 
one part of the evidence was contained in 
the fact that at intervals over past time 
enormous floods of molten basalt had risen 
to the surface and spread over the land. In 
India, just hefore the Himalayas were 
elevated, a volume of basalt not less than 
260,000 cubic miles had been poured out. 
The Giant's Causeway was part of another 
such flood, which had onl extended far 
to the North and probably even to Siberia. 
Other evidence arose out of a study of the 
waves or tremors which originated with earth- 
quakes. These studies showed also that the 
basalt substratum must now be solid. There 
was also evidence that the ocean waters 
rested directly on the surface of this sub- 
atratum. 

The depth or thickness of the Continenta: 
laver which rested upon the Substratum had 
heen estimated in several ways and was 
found to be about 20 miles. 


SIR WILLIAM F. BARRETT. 

Sir William Fletcher Barrett, who, until a 
few years ago, lived at Kingstown, and was a 
well-known. figure in public life, died sud- 
denly from heart failure at his residence in 
London on Tuesday night. He had entered 
his eighty-second year, For thirty-seven 
years (1873-1910) Sir William was Professor 
of Physics in the Roya) College of Science, 
Dublin, and his death will be regretted by 
the many with whom he came in contact 
during his stay there, and @ince. He was a 
Justice of the Peace for the Bounty of Dublin. 

Sir William was the chief er of the 
Society of Paychical Research, and carried 
out a series of original investigations, which 
were published in the transactions and pro 
ceedings of the Royal Dublin Society and in 
earned es. He alse published a 
number of other works, including a ‘* Mona- 
graph on So-called Divining Rod.”

DENTAL EXAMINATIONS 
IN IRELAND. 


REMARKS OF MEDICAL 
COUNCIL INSPECTOR. 


Reports on the qualifying examinations in 
dentists and dental surgery held during 1923 
and 1954 were presented to the General 
Medical Council, which met again in London 
yesterday. i 

Reporting on the examinations for the 
degree of Bachelor of Dental Science at the 
University of Dublin, the Inspector stated 
that the candidates, in preparing for the final 
examination, were free to devote their atten- 
tion entirely to dental eee gates This would 
account in part for the high standard reached 
in the final. The pass mark was 50 per cent., 
and there were six cahdidates, all of whom 


passed. 

He reported that proposed alterations in 
the examinations for the Licence in Den 
Surgery at the Queen's University, Belfast, 
which were to come into force last April, 
when incorporated, would serve to make the 
examination a very complete one. .
